Sierra Madreans Will Be

Purse snatchers, oon arti.sts, burglars and all the 
other thieves look forward to the Christmas Season with 
more anticipation than do most children. 

Here is a list of DO’S and DON’TS to attempt to take 
the “crime out of Christmas.” 

1. Shop with a friend. 

2. Shop during the daylight hours. 

3. Carry a police whistle, so in case of purse snatch 
immediate attention can be focused on the in¬ 
dividual. 

Carry only the exact amount of cash that you plan 
to spend. 

5. Don’t leave packages on the back seat of your car. 
Put them in the trunk. (Anybody can break into 
a car.) 

6. Also Christmas trees in the home, in front of the 
window, with presents all around is an open in¬ 
vitation to burglars. (For safety, trees should be 
placed anywhere, except next to a street-facing 
window. 

7. Be on the Icxjk-out for con artists who solicit 
Contributions for phony charities. (Ask for their 
city license or solicitation permits.) 

8. Home delivery of packages can also entice a burg¬ 
lar to your doorstep. If a package is going to be 
delivered to your home, ask a neighbor to pick 
it up for you. 

9. Don’t leave notes for deliverymen and others on 
your front idoor telling them when you will return. 
(You’re only making it easy for any crook that 
happens along.) 

10. If you are leaving for the holidays, ask your 
neighbors to keep an eye on your place, also 
notify police and puts a couple of lights on timers.

Housing Starts In 
Calif. Going Up 

New residential construc¬ 
tion activity in California 
continued to increase during 
October, Bank of America 
reported recently. 

New housing starts in Oc¬ 
tober increased to a sea¬ 
sonally adjusted rate of 
226,000, an increase of seven 
per cent from the revised 
211,000 rate for September, 

Bank eecnomists said that 
actual housing starts in the 
state for the first ten months 
of 1976 were up 60 per cent 
from the same period a year 
ago.

Joint and several liability 
means simply this: first, 
Ihoy would try to find and 
collect from the broadwin- 
ner. If the amount could not 
be collected there or the 
male couldn’t be found then, 
they would come to the part¬ 
ner. Be careful, explore any 
and all avenues before fil¬ 
ing that return and, if pos¬ 
sible, make any agreement 
bt'tween the dissolving part¬ 
ners a part of the agree¬ 
ment. 

Several measures which 
we thought might become 
law have been declared un¬ 
constitutional by the Califor¬ 
nia State Supreme Court. 
Probably the most Important 
of the measures clobbered 
was the one that had grant¬ 
ed a credit against taxes for 
the payment of tuition to a 
private school. You will not 
be able to claim any part 
of that tuition as credit 
against state taxes. Remem¬ 
ber, though, that if you arc 
payin.g a school or pre¬ 
school for child care, then, 
you need to ask that school 
that you are paying to break 
down the amounts to show 
how much is for tuition to 
the school and how much is 
for custodial care. 

This means that, if the 
tuition for a child-care cen¬ 
ter is $35 per week for the 
period of time that covers 
their normal school hours, 
hut you have to work until 
a later hour and they charge 
you an extra $15 per week 
to keep the child until you 
can return from work to

After a great victory was 
Supreme Court, a “New Pro- 
accerded the Party by the 
gram” was published by the 
CPUSA in February 1966, at 
Gus Hali's Instigation. Hall’s 
Foreword makes it clear 
that their goal is to convert 
America frem a capitalist to 
a socialist nation. The com¬ 
munists describe “Socialism” 
as “the first stage of the 
new society (hat in its full 
development is called com¬ 
munism.” 

On January 24, 1965, “The 
Worker” carried a statement 
by G.US Hall that “We com¬ 
munists <wpport every mea¬ 
sure of the Great Society 
concept that benefits the 
people . . . s.upport these 
measures because wo dream 
of Socialism.” 

'That’s not all Gus Hall 
and his Communist Party 
dream of! At the funeral of 
Eugene Dennis in February 
1?)61, this man who was first 
on our ballot said: “I dream 
of the hodir when the last 
Congressman Is strangled to 
death on the guts of the last 
preacher — and since the 
Christians seem to love to 
sing about the blood, why 
not give them a little of it? 
Slit the throats of their 
children and drag them over 
the mourners’ bench and tlio 
pulpit and allow them to 
drown In their own blood
